Congress bus declared war 
against Germany. This country 
is now engaged in the greatest war 
of all times. Every intelligent 
man takes a comprehensive view 
nf the. world wide war, but his 
duty lies in bis immediate neigh¬ 
borhood.

A.t this time the most that we 
can do for out country is to see 
that the neighborhood in which 
we livo is loyal to the nation, in 
thooght, word and deed, and if 
we 6nd any sore places to do what 
we can to get the community in a 
healthy condition. We are proud 
‘ of the fact that in the territory 
embraced in our horizon that there 
is not the least sign of disloyally 
to the United States, and that ev 
ery man is ready to do bis duty. 

During the ferment there may 
have been some bellyaching around 
by loose tongned men who have 
no awe for the tremenduous forces 
of war, but if there were such 
they have certainly accepted the 
mandate of the government, and 
are npw retdy to defend the right 

Io the gieat Civil War. this 
county occupied a peculiar posili 
on. No sooner had the conflict 
broken out than both the great 
powers converged upon Pocahou 
las, under the general order to 
guard the passes io the Alleghan 
ies. This country was harried and 
harassed during the whole four 
years of that mighty struggle, 
and the devastation 'of Belgium 
has Dot yet been so complete as 
that of the Valley counties just 
east of us. In the prerent war 
we are happily removed from the 
scene of the conflict. Our moun¬ 
tains that brought the armies here 
within a few days after war was 
declared, constitute ft barrier and 
a protection, even though the 
country was invaded, and no one 
expects to see this country invad¬ 
ed iu the present struggle.

To let every man who is called 
to the front, know before he leaves 
that his family and affairs will re¬ 
ceive the most careful and consid¬ 
erate attention while ho is away on 
the nation’s business. 

Our motto: 

"Let our object be, our country, 
our whole country, and nothing 
but our country.” 

It must be a source of the great¬ 
est gratification to every American 
to know that the country is united 
in this hour of peril. That the 
spirit of our heroic ancestry still 
animates and guides us, and that 
we are as ready as ever to stand 
up and tight for the right. 

It may be a comparatively priv¬ 
ileged few who will have the dis¬ 
tinction of wearing the uniform of 
the UDitid States in this conflict, 
but it is all the more reason that 
wo should so make our loyalty 
shine before men, that it will not 
require the color of the clothing 
to impress the world that we arfe 
Americans, first, last, and all ihe 
time.

Aa a result of the war It to gen¬ 
erally predicted that when the State 
Legislature la' aasorobled In extraor¬ 
dinary session Governor Cornwell will 
experience but little difficulty In secur¬ 
ing the co-operation of the two Houses 
of the law-making body, which differ 
to political complexion. In any matters 
that are of vital Importance to th* 
state. In addition to tbe enactment ot 
the appropriation bills the legislature 
may be called upen to-pass legislation 
to strengthen the slate In dealing with 
any situation .that might a rite as a 
result of the war. , 

Despite the higher prices offered un¬ 
der contracts, a large number of eoal 
operators in the Clarksburg and Fair- 
mount ralnlrfg region have decided not 
to make contracts for their output the 
coming year, but will handle It In the 
open market. The stand of tbe op¬ 
erators will cause considerable Incon¬ 
venience among many large consumers 
of coal, who usually contract In April 
for their needs for the year and who 
are experiencing much difficulty In 
making hew coke racks. The opera 
tors believe by staying In the open 
market they will reap the advantages 
of further advaucoa In prices. 

In the Federal Court at Martinsburg 
the suit of the 'Pennsylvania 8teel 
Company against the Washington‘and 
Berkeley'Bridge Company, which op 
erate the bridge over the Potomac 
River at WIlllaifAport, was brought to 
a close, the Jury returning a verdict In 
fajor of the steel compeny for 918.- 
6(j0.60. The suit grew out of the col 
lapse of a pier during ihe construstlon 
of the bridge, four men being killed 
and several Injured Pb« victims o( 
the accident recovered 920.000 dam 
ages from the steel company, and this 
company sued the bridge company for 
reimbursement under Us contract.
